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Dahlia  Culture 

Dahlias  require  a light  soil  with  good  drainage 
in  an  open  situation,  where  sunlight  is  available  all 
day  if  possible.  Do  not  select  a rich  deep  soil.  If 
your  soil  is  such,  lighten  by  the  use  of  coal  ashes 
or  sand.  Always  keeping  the  ground  deeply  cul- 
tivated, especially  in  dry,  weather.  Remember  suc- 
cess depends  largely  on  weather  conditions.  There 
are  some  people  who  do  not  succeed  in  growing  dah- 
lias, or  the  bulbs  do  not  start  just  as  they  expect 
with  their  first  season  experience.  To  those  I wish 
to  state,  that  it  is  not  always  the  fault  of  the  deal- 
er, but  is  due  nearly  always  to  your  method  of  cul- 
tivation, or  soil  and  weather  conditions.  This  is 
often  overcome  by  a little  patience,  a whole  lot  of 
common  sense  in  the  planting  either  too  early,  the 
ground  too  wet  or  too  dry,  covering  too  deeply,  bulbs 
too  near  to  the  fertilizer  or  many  others  I might 
mention  As  I glance  through  the  many  letters  I re- 
ceive from  satisfied  customers.  This  is  a positive 
proof  to  me  that  my  stock  is  without  fault.  Plant 
your  dahlias  from  the  first  of  May  to  the  latter 
part  of  June  selecting  medium  sized  bulbs,  covering 
then  from  4 to  5 inches  deep.  Some  people  have 
the  idea  that  the  larger  the  bulbs  the  better  results, 
but  this  is  not  the  case,  a small  bulb  is  as  good  and 
many  cases  even  better.  I have  so  many  inquiries 
every  year  as  to  best  soil,  fertilizer,  locations,  etc., 
I once  more  present  herewith  a plain  statement  of 
facts.  I ask  my  customers  to  try  my  method  of  grow- 
ing dahlias  and  compare  results  with  any  other 
method  you  see  fit  and  write  me  your  success.  I 
say  dahlias  will  not  grow  satisfactory  in  the  shade, 
they  do  require  an  open  sunny  situation.  If  your 
soil  is  heavy  or  a deep  mucky  condition,  I advise 
the  liberal  use  of  sand  or  coal  ashes.  Do  not  use 
to  much  dressing  below  the  roots  when  planting 
as  this  will  drive  the  plants  to  foliage.  I have  far 
better  success  in  ploughing  or  spading  dressing  in- 
to the  ground  in  the  fall  where  the  dahlias  are  to  be 
set,  and  at  planting  time  using  bone  meal  or  good 
commercial  fertilizer  in  the  hill  covering  well  before 
planting  the  bulbs.  After  the  plants  begin  to  bud  a 
good  method  is,  to  make  a basm  shape  mound  about 
two  feet  in  diameter  around  each  hill  spread  a hand- 
ful or  two  of  sheep  dressing  or  fertilizer  inside. 
If  rains  are  not  available  this  basin  can  be  filled 
with  one  or  two  pails  of  water  each  or  every  other 
night  until  it  rams.  This  method  of  using  dressing 
may  be  repeated  about  once  in  two  weeks  if  neces- 
sary. Dahlias  after  frost  shouM  be  lifted,  dried  a 
few  hours  and  then  packed  in  dry  boxes  or  barrels 
covering  same  with  papers  or  cloths  to  keep  the  air 
from  them,  preventing  the  bulbs  from  shriveling 
and  crowns  drying  un.  Remember,  if  bulbs  are  re- 
ceived in  a dry  condition  or  before  ready  to  plant, 
cover  them  with  a little  moist  earth  or  moss  to  be 
sure  they  do  not  dry  up.
